The trustees of the Bethel Wa- 
ter District, Richard Harding, Sum- 
ner Burgess, and E. Louise Lin- 
coln, are informing the District's 
patrons of a decision to apply to 
the Public Utilities Commission 
for a rate inerease, The text of 
the informational letter is as fol-

On or about December 10, 1976, 3,4 Farrar, 


the District will be filing for new 
water tates, These rates should 


produce around $5,200 of addition § 


al revenues. For the average resi- 
dential customer this filing re- 
sults in just under a 12% increase 
or less than 2 cents per day. The 
Jast rate increase was filed over 
two years ago and the current 
rates have been in effect since 
July 1, 1975. With the present 
work load at the Public Utilities 
Commission it is unlikely that 
these new rates will be effective 
before early summer of 1977, 


sons for a new filing at this 
time, The 1975 PUC order allowed 
rates that would cover operating 
expenses of $17,545, Our actual 
eost experience for 1975 was $20, 
212 or an increase of $2,667, 
costs in this area include all costs: 
exeept depreciation and debt [in- 
terest and principal]. Items of 
particular concern are continual 
inereases in labor costs, insurance 
expense and electric power costs 
for pumping. 

Secondly, our new bond issue 
of 1975 requires principal pay- 
ments starting in 1977 of $3,000. 
Some provision was made for this 
gost in the previous rate order, 
however In our opinion the am- 
ount was sot adequate and we
